Status QfJgL 480 Program * The National Science Foundation and the Library 
of Congreda representatives gave status reports on their respective program for 
foreign currencies available under Section 104 as a men d e d (Public Law 
480). The programs have been presented to the 86th Congress by the President and 
are now being considered by the Senate Appropriations Committee* The National 
Science Foundation is requesting $2,000,000 and the Library of Congress $2,464,050 
for progress in Brasil, India, Indonesia, Israel, Pakistan, Poland, Spain, United 
Arab Republic and Yugoslavia* (For details, see Senate document No* 38, 86th 
Congress, 1st session) .
